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COMMENTS 


Town of Shapleigh 
February 15, 1950 to February 14, 1951 


An audit has been completed of the books and 


records of the Town of Shapleigh for the municipal 
year ended February 14, 1951. The audit included an 
examination of the records maintained by the Asses- 
sors, Selectmen, Town Clerk, Treasurer and Tax Col- 
lector. 


The result of the audit indicates that the following 


suggestions appear worthy of consideration by Town 
Officials: 


Original invoices substantiating all expendi- 
tures should be kept on file with the Selectmen. 

Transfers between accounts should be recorded 
by journal entries rather than the use of checks 
for this purpose. 


Unpaid real estate taxes secured by tax liens 
which have matured should be transferred to a 
tax acquired property account. 


The use of prenumbered tax receipts should be 
considered. 


Tax Collections should be deposited with the 
Treasurer in accordance with the provisions of 
Chapter 81, Section 105 of the Revised Statutes of 
1944, which reads in part, as follows: “Every col- 
lector of taxes shall, on the last day of each month, 
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pay to the treasurer of the town all money collected 
BY ee: 


The examination consisted of a review of cash trans- 
actions as well as an analysis of revenues and expendi- 
tures. The result of the year’s operations showed that 
available funds exceeded expenditures by $1,870.93. 
However, overdrafts were noted in the highways and 
bridges and unclassified accounts totaling $786.88 and 
$272.11 respectively. Unexpended and overdraft bal- 
ances are summarized as follows: 


Unexpended Balances $2,929.92 
Overdrafts 1,058.99 


Net Unexpended Balances $1,870.98 


The Department of Attorney General has advised 
that overdrafts are not permitted by Statute excepting 
in certain instances where emergencies arise in high- 
way activities and then only to the extent of 15% of the 
highway appropriation. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $13,349.27 
at the year end, or a net increase of $1,929.36 as com- 
pared with the preceding year. This was occasioned 
principally by the excess of available funds over ex- 
penditures of $1,870.93. 


The examination also included verifications of tax 
and tax lien accounts. 


Insurance policies were reviewed and listed and cor- 
porate surety bonds were on file for the following of- 
ficials. 


Tax Collector $4,000.00 
Treasurer $4,000.00 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial status of the Town. Audit 
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procedures deemed necessary were followed in the 
development of these statements.

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REPORT OF THE 
PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


I herein submit a brief report of service rendered 
the Town of Shapleigh by the York County Tuber- 
culosis and Health Association for the period begin- 
ning January 1, 1951 to January 1, 1952. 


Tuberculosis continues to be a major public health 
problem. Tuberculosis germs usually enter the lungs, 
then one of three things may happen: I. A healthy body 
may fight off all germs, if the number of germs is 
small. 2. Sometimes the body cannot defeat the germs. 
3. Sometimes the body needs help to fight them off. 
Tuberculosis causes more deaths between the ages of 
15 and 35 than any other disease. 


Medical efforts have been notably successful in the 
eradication of Smallpox, Diphtheria, Whooping Cough 
and Tetanus. In the control of tuberculosis success 
has been less marked because no vaccine has been de- 
veloped which is completely effective to the entire 
population. The tuberculin Patch tests are an effective 
means of finding tuberculosis, with a follow-up of chest 
X-rays of the families of the children who are positive 
reactors of the test: 


Our activities consist of School Health Program and 
constantly working to find and eradicate tuberculosis. 


Forty-eight pupils received the tuberculin Patch 
tests. Two positive reactors were found. Home visits 
and arrangements for X-rays and follow-up X-rays on 
previously found cases.

To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of Shapleigh: aaa 


The annual report of schools is herewith submitted. 


Elementary enrollment is eighty-four, an increase of 
ten over last year. Classification by grades is as fol- 
lows: Sub-Primary, 18; Grade 1, 11; Grade 2, 9; Grade 
3, 9; Grade 4, 7; Grade 5, 7; Grade 6, 8; Grade 7, 10; 
Grade 8, 5. Ten secondary pupils are transported to 
high school in Sanford. 


Attendance has been generally good with little in- 
terruption as a result of storms or epidemics. Eleven 
pupils are reported as having had perfect attendance 
thus far. They are: Sally Chick, Robert Michaud, Cyn- 
thia Oullett, Robert Penney, Wayne Pillsbury, Bruce 
Roberts, Allen Robinson, Reginald Stanley, Sally Ann 
Stanley, Joybelle Webber, and Theodore Webber. 


The school program is being carried on very ef- 
ficiently by the three teachers: Mrs. Winnifred K. Na- 
son, Mrs. Florentine T. Roberts, and Mrs. Margaret lA 
Belleau. Through the efforts of interested citizens the 
hot lunch program is still being maintained. 


The citizens of Shapleigh are to be commended for 
the kind of school plant, school system it supports. It 
is an example of progressive action of which the town 
should be justly proud. Not many towns of equal size 
are so adequately equipped. 


Beginning with 1952 the State will adopt a new meth- 
od for distributing state aid to schools of the different 
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municipalities. According to a recent law towns will 
be classified in nine catgaories to be determined by 
state valuation per resident pupil. The procedure con- 
sists of dividing the latest state valuation by the total 
number of resident pupils attending school either in 
or outside the town. This determines the catagory in 
which the several towns belong and shows what per- 
centage of school costs is to be paid by the State. 


May I extend my appreciation to the members of 
the school board, the teachers, and all citizens for their 
cooperation during the year.

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TOWN WARRANT 


To 
ELLSWORTH N. MURRAY 
Constable of the Town of Shapleigh 
GREETINGS: 


In the name of the State of Maine you are to notify 
and warn the Inhabitants of the Town of Shapleigh 
qualified to vote in Town affairs to meet at the Town 
House in said Town on the eighth day of March A. D., 
1952 at ten o’clock in the forenoon to act on the follow- 
ing articles, to wit: 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to accept the 
reports of the several town officers for the year ending 
February 14, 1952. 


Article 3. To choose town officers for the ensu- 
ing year. 


Article 4. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for Union Superin- 
tendent of Schools for the ensuing year. 


Article 5. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the Support of Schools 
and secondary transportation for the ensuing year. 
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Article 6. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of thirty-five hundred dollars 
($3,500.00) to meet obligations and necessary expense 
of “Town of Shapleigh School District,” for the year 
ending on the second Saturday in March, 1953, under 
Section 5, Chapter 44, Private and Special Laws as 
passed by the Ninety-fourth Legislature, 1949. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $50.00 for Health Nurse for the 
ensuing year. 


Article 8. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen on behalf of the town to sell and dispose 
of any real estate acquired by the town for non-pay- 
ment of taxes thereon, on such terms as they deem 
advisable and to execute quit claim deeds to the 
grantees of such property. 


Article 9. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to pay in regard to the wages paid for labor, teams 
and trucks, wingman, tractor operator and town of- 
ficers. 


Article 10. To see if the town will vote to paint the 
Town House and that the cost of same-shall-be charged 
to the Appropriation for Incidental Expense, 1952. 


Article 11. To see if the town will vote to transfer 
the balance of eight hundred forty-eight dollars and 
seventeen cents ($848.17) in the Incidental Account 1951 
to the same account for 1952. 


Article 12. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate to be used with ex- 
cise money for incidental expenses for the ensuing 
year. sak 
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Article 13. To see if the town will vote to transfer 
the balance of two hundred seven dollars and fifty 
cents ($207.50) in the Civilian Defense Incidental Ac- 
count of 1951, to the same account for 1902. 


Article 14. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for Civilian Defense. 


Article 15. To see if the town will vote to transfer 
the 1951 appropriation of three hundred dollars ($300.00) 
to buy and install a siren on the Memorial School Build- 
ing, to the account for “Civilian Defense Signal Com- 
munications for 1952. 


Article 16. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for winter roads for 
the ensuing year. 


Article 17. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $1,200.00 to pay a note in Spring- 
vale National Bank due September 1, 1952. Said note 
being the sixth of a series of seven notes executed to 
apply on the purchase price of a D. 6 Caterpillar tractor 
and Ross snow plow. 


Article 18. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen and Treasurer of the town to borrow 
money for current needs of the town in anticipation of 
taxes, by temporary loans, to be paid out of money 
raised by taxation during the current year; and execute 
and give the town’s note or notes as security therefor 
and to take up any outstanding note or notes of the 
town in lieu and exchange therefor. 


Article 19. To see if the town will vote to transfer 
the balance of eight hundred two dollars and forty-one 
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cents ($802.41) in the Poor Account 1951 to the same 
account for 1952. 


Article 20. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for the Support of 
Poor for the ensuing year. 


Article 21. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for decorating and 
improving soldiers’ graves. 


Article 22. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for Boys’ and Girls’ 
4-H Club. 


Article 23. To see if the town will vote to change 
four street lights at North Shapleigh from 600 to 1,000 
lumen size. 


Article 24. To see what action the town will take 
with reference to raising the necessary money to cover 
the street lighting service. | 


Article 25. To see what sum of money the town 
will raise and appropriate to pay interest on tractor 
notes. 


_ Article 26. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for the repairs of 
roads and bridges for the ensuing year. 


Article 27. To see what sum of money, if any, the 
town will vote to raise and appropriate for cutting 
bushes on town ways. 


Article 28. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate to be used on camp 
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Article 29. To see what sum of money, if any, the 
town will vote to raise and appropriate to improve 
the road from the Town Farm buildings, formerly, then 
northerly past the Dunnells farm to the Green Road, 
so-called. 


Article 30. To see what sum of money the town 
will raise and appropriate for State Aid Road Con- 
struction (in addition to the amounts regularly raised 
for the care of Ways, Highways and Bridges) under the 
provisions of Section 25 and 29, Chapter 20, R. S. 1944, 
as amended. 


Article 31. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $384.00 for winter mainte- 
nance of State Highway. 


Article 32. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $120.00 for maintenance 
by: Town, State Aid No. 1 Unimproved Road voted 
March 12, 1934, Article 19. 


‘Article 33. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for maintenance of 
Town Dump. 


“Article 34. To see if the Town will vote to raise the 
sum of five hundred dollars ($500.00) to repair and 
maintain the road from Pound turn by Simon Ricker’s 
to Emery Mills. On petition of Clarence Mangar and 
thirteen others. 


Article 35. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $227.37, the sum paid for ae 
ing fire in 1951. 
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Article 36. Tosee if the town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to let out the tractor for hire to private 
individuals. 


Article 37. To see if the town will vote to sell the 
caterpillar Thirty Tractor and Snow Plow. 


Article 38. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to sell cottage lots from Town Farm 


property. 
The following three Articles on petition of George 
Chick, Owen G. Ross and eight others. 


Article 39. To see if the town will vote to raise 
the sum of $500.00 to repair the road running from 
North Shapleigh to the Newfield Town Line, construc- 
tion to start at the Grey Road, so-called and at the 
Newfield Town Line on the Sprague City Road. 


Article 40. To see if the town will vote to raise a 
sum of money to paint and replace directional signs at 
all road intersections and villages in the Town of Shap- 
leigh, said signs to have printed thereon the name 
and distance with directional arrow to the nearest vil- 
lage, town or other point of interest, and if so, how 
much. ie Oe 


Article 41. To see if the town will vote to vacate 
the present Town House in the Town of Shapleigh and 
to designate and use the Lindsey High School as the 
official meeting place, where in all future business of 
the town shall be transacted. Said Lindsey High 
School to be renamed the Shapleigh Town House. 


The Selectmen hereby give notice that they will be 
in session at Town House, Shapleigh, on March 8 at 
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nine o’clock A. M., for the purpose of revising and 
correcting a list of voters.
